MARRIAGES. 


The marriages registered during the quarter numbered 3,673, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 4-9 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; this rate is 0-3 below that for the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1947. : 

Of the total marriages, 3,457 (or 4-9 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in 
the population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic 
Church. The remainder (216) is equivalent to 4-3 per 1,000 of the population other than 
Catholic. 


BIRTHS. 


The nuinber of births registered during the quarter amounted to 16,177, of which 8,353 
were of males and 7,824 of females. 

The number represents a rate of 21-4 per 1,000 of the estimated population, which is 1-9 
below that for the first quarter of 1947. : 

The total includes 467 illegitimate births, equivalent to 2:9 per cent. of the total births 
recorded. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 10,653; of this number 5,560 
were of males, and 5,(93 of females. 

The equivalent annual rate was 14-1 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 7-3 
below the rate for the first quarter of the preceding year. The rate for 1948 is the lowest yet 
recorded. 

Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Deaths from these diseases—comprising typhoid fever, 
scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, dysentery, smallpox, measles, typhus and diarrhoea 
and enteritis (under 2 years)—represented an annual rate of 0-3 per 1,000, which is 0-2 
below that for the first quarter of 1947. 

When compared with the corresponding quarter of .1947, the deaths from these 
diseases show decreases in the case of typhoid fever of one, scarlet fever of one, whooping 
cough of 54, diphtheria of 6 and diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years) of 128. On the other 
hand deaths from dysentery have increased by 3 and measles by 10. 

The deaths from diarrhaa and enteritis (under 2 years) numbered 104, including 28 for 
the City of Dublin. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 74, which is 343 less than that 
for the first quarter of 1947. 


Tuberculosis.—Deaths from this disease numbered 856, including 692 from pulmonary 
tuberculosis and 164 from other forms of tuberculosis. The figures for the first quarter of 
1947 were 981, 769 and 2:2 respectively. The rate for all forms of this disease for the first 
quarter of 1948 was 1-1 per 1,000, that for pulmonary tuberculosis being 0-9 and all other 
forms 0-2, the respective rates for the first quarter of the preceding year were 1-3, 1-0 and 0-3. 


Cancer.—-Deaths from cancer numbered 1,011, being equivalent to a rate of 1-3 per 1,000 
of the population ; in the corresponding quarter of 1947 the number was 1,014 and the rate 1-4. 


Puerperal Causes.— Deaths from these causes were represented by a rate of 1-4 per 1,000 
births registered, comprising 0-2 for puerperal infection, and 1-2 for other puerperal causes, 
as compared with 1-4, 0-1 and 1-3 for the first quarter of last year. 


Infant Mortality.x—The rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births 
registered) was 63 and that for the March quarter of 1947 was 92. The rate for 1948 is the 
lowest yet recorded. i, 


Population.—It is estimated that at the middle of the year 1948 the population was 
2,022,000 (1,528,000 males and 1,494,000 females). This estimate, based on the population 
according to the Census of Population, 1946, the number of births and deaths registered, and 
the passenger movement (including emigration and immigration), is provisional.

MARRIAGES. 


The marriages registered during the year numbered 16,331, equivalent to an annual rate 
oi 5-4 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; this rate is 0-1 below that for the year 1947. 

Of the total marriages, 15,352 (or 5-5 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in 
the population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic 
Church. The remainder (979) is equivalent to 4:9 per 1,000 of the population other than 
Catholic. 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the year amounted to 65,584, of which 33,814 
were of males and 31,770 of females. 


This number represents a rate of 21-9 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 1:3 
below the rate for the year 1947. 


The total includes 2,098 illegitimate births, equivalent to 3-2 per cent. of the total births 
recorded. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the year was 36,502 ; of this number 19,238 were 
of males, and 17,264 of females. 


The equivalent annual rate was 12-2 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 2-6 
below the rate for the preceding year. The rate for 1948 is the lowest recorded. 


Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Deaths from these diseases—comprising typhoid fever, 
typhus, smallpox, measles, scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, dysentery and diarrhoea 
and enteritis (under 2 years of age)—represented an annual rate of 0-2 per 1,000, which was 
0-2 below the rate for the year 1947. 


When compared with the corresponding figures for the preceding year deaths from 
these diseases show decreases in the case of typhoid fever of one, scarlet fever of 4, 
whooping cough of 102, diphtheria of 25, measles of 45, and diarrhoea and enteritis (under 
2 years) of 404. 


The deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years of age) numbered 340, including 
80 for the City of Dublin. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 179, which was 472 less than 
that for the year 1947. : 


Tuberculosis.—Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 3,017, comprising 
2,398 from pulmonary tuberculosis, and 619 from other forms of tuberculosis. The figures 
for the year 1947 were all forms 3,700, pulmonary 2,831 and other forms 869 respectively. The 
rate for deaths from all forms of this disease for 1948 was 1-0 per 1,000, the rate for 
pulmonary tuberculosis being 0:8, and all other forms 0-2; the respective rates for 1947 
were 1:2, 0-9 and 0:3. The rate for 1948 is the lowest recorded. 


Cancer.—Deaths from cancer numbered 3,885, being equivalent to arate of 1-3 per 1,000 
of the population ; in the year 1947 the number was 3,962, and the rate also 1-3. 


Puerperal Causes.—Deaths from these causes are represented by a rate of 1-4 per 1,000 
births registered, comprising 0-2 for puerperal infection, and 1-2 for other puerperal causes, 
as compared with 1:8, 0-4 and 1-4 for 1947. 


Infant Mortality.—The rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births 
registered) was 49, that for the year 1947 being 68. The rate for 1948 is the lowest recorded,
